In the regular season, Marshalltown was winning 10-3 during the fourth inning 
when the game was called due to rain. Coach Randy Wee offered to reschedule the 
game, but was never able to because substate started that week. 

Coincidentally, the next time the team would face Marshalltown would be at 
the state tournament. "It was the game everybody on our team wanted since we 
played very poorly up there for four innings,” Wee said. "We all wanted a chance 
to play our game against Marshalltown and see how things stacked up the second 
time around.” 

Before the state championship game, the Dragons beat Dubuque-Hempstead 
and Ankeny. After beating Ankeny, the team waited for the night game to finish 
to find out who their opponent would be for the 4A state title. A few minutes past 
midnight the Dragons learned their opponent would be Marshalltown. 

The next day, players and fans traveled to Principal Park for the final game. 

The Dragons took an early lead in the third inning scoring four runs, while 
Marshalltown began a comeback in the fifth, scoring two. With a 4-2 lead in the 
final inning the Dragons padded the lead when seniors Darin Davis and Ryan 
McCauley made it to home plate, expanding their lead to 6-2. 

Going into the bottom of the seventh and final inning, a pitching change 
brought junior Greg Larpenter to the mound. He took care of the first two batters; 
one filed out to Davis in centerfield and the other struck out swinging. It was 
down to the last batter. 

The last batter was down with two strikes. “There was a moment of silence, then 
a wall of sound erupted,” senior Bryan Lippincott said, as Larpenter pitched the 
ball. The final batter struck out; the Dragons had completed a perfect season. 

"Before the final pitch 1 was just thinking that this is really going to happen,” 
McCauley said. “We did it. Not only did we just win state, but we went 
undefeated. All of the hard work we put in paid off.” 

Elation broke out. “After the final pitch my first thought was to jump on 
the dog-pile. It was a huge adrenaline rush,” Davis said. The Dragons had 
accomplished what no other 4A school had ever achieved, going 40-0. 

The trophy resides in the school’s trophy cabinet, as a sign of a perfect season, a 
history-making team, and Wee’s final impact on the school. 

Prior to preseason practice he announced he had taken another job outside of the 
district and this would be his last year teaching and coaching at Johnston. “I didn't 
think it was right to try and stay on without teaching in the district,” Wee said. 

Many members of the team expressed their respect for Wee. “I cannot say 
enough about Coach Wee,” McCauley said. "Not only is he a great baseball coach, 
but he is an outstanding person as well. He taught us a lot about the game, but 
he also taught us a lot about life itself. It was an honor to play for the ‘Iowa High 
School Coach of the Year.’”

Sophomore Emily Parker knew Moore was waiting 
for something, but hadn’t expected the teacher to be 
so distracted. “She told us (the donors) were going 
to be coming, and that she was really excited, but I 
didn’t know they’d be so loud,” Parker said. 

When the group arrived, the silence in the lab 
was broken. Tom Miller, the representative from the 
Johnston Community School Foundation, along with 
two Summit students, pounded out a loud pattern 
on some drums. Moore was presented with a large, 
cardboard check with enough money to buy new 
digital video cameras, which will be incorporated into 
the new English curriculum starting next year. 

Grant applications were passed in September 
to various teachers who filled out the extensive 
paperwork, including Moore. “It meant I could try 
the pilot for Reading the Screen,” Moore said, 



referring to one of the new classes being created 
that will be all about analyzing movies as pieces of 
literature. “I had to write a letter to the foundation 
and get a letter of recommendation.” 

The creative writing classes were planning on 
using the cameras for a digital storytelling unit, 
but the cameras arrived a month late in November. 
“The cameras were back ordered; then the order was 
cancelled so they had to be ordered from somewhere 
else,” Moore said. 

When the cameras arrived the students started 
their newest project that had been pushed back 
because of the delay. The object of the project was 
to learn to tell a story physically, through film. “(My 
group) made a sort of a spoof of a horror movie,” 
junior Lyssa Bailey said. Bailey acted in the video, 
but she got an opportunity to get behind the cameras 
and film. “1 played a teenage punk,” Bailey said. “The 
cameras were great; they had a long battery life so we 
didn’t have to waste time charging the battery.”

Junior Aldina Sabic rushed down the football 
stadium’s slippery steps to check on the fate of her 
egg. The cold winter air whipped around the students 
in a frenzy, causing frazzled nerves to become more 
unsettled. Sabic reached the base of the stadium and 
was thrilled to find her egg survived through all five 
drops from different heights. She trusted a cardboard 
milk carton filled with Twinkies to keep her egg safe. 
Marshmallows protected the fragile shell of the egg, 
and a tight binding of duct tape was used to keep the 
box together in its entirety. “It was really the Twinkies 
that did it.” Sabic said. 

The goal of the egg drop lab demonstrated 
application of momentum and how force and impact 
are related. Sabic was one of the students in Brad 
Jacobson’s Conceptual Physics class that chose to 
use food to protect her egg for the lab, instead of the 
traditional packing supplies. Jacobson provided the 
raw egg and the students were expected to handle 
the rest over Thanksgiving break. “The grade is half 
dependent on the survival of the egg and half on the 
actual lab write up,” Jacobson said.

When the student dropped the carton, the integrity 
was destroyed and cottage cheese flew everywhere.” 
Other bizarre trials of the egg lab produced diverse 
creations and comical concepts. Junior Daniel 
Ratekin used a jug of Vaseline for his experiment 
while senior John Puffett’s carton played music. “It 
didn’t have anything to do with protecting the egg but 
it was fun,” Jacobson said. “When you pushed it, it 
sang to you. It (played) Tve Got the Power.’” 

Senior Amber Morales experienced pressure in the 
last round of drops at the stadium. “I had a plastic egg 
and filled it with cotton balls then hollowed out some 
styrofoam so that the egg could settle inside,” Morales 
said. “I didn’t make the last drop. I got nervous when 
I had to refresh the cotton (in the last drop). I heard 
this kind of crack and 1 didn’t think it would survive.” 
These hands-on labs come as a blessing for some 
students like Sabic. “I like doing the labs because that 
means less note taking,” Sabic said. “The labs always 
help me in class because I’m a visual learner and the 
labs are more hands-on learning.”

24,500 gathered in downtown Des 
Moines to support the fight against 
breast cancer by participating in the 
Susan G. Komen National Race for 
the Cure. Among the supporters were 
members of the cross country team and 
cheerleading squad. Student council 
members also helped to rally the 
student body to also join in. 

Everyone participated for a different 
reason whether it was just for the 
experience or a personal connection. 
“Three years ago, a family friend was 
diagnosed with breast cancer and 
is now a survivor,” said sophomore 
cheerleader Emma Gowey. 

Student Council organized the first 
official school effort to join the cause. 
They passed out informational flyers, 
made daily announcements, and 
offered a free ride to the race through 
a pep bus. 

Sophomore Paige Collison thought 
it was more than just helping the 
district. “We wanted to get the student 
body behind something that not only 
helped our school, but the surrounding 
community,” Collison said.

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“Time.” “Rolling Stone.” “The New York Times.” They 
all have a distinct masthead that sets them apart from 
the crowd. The masthead is the title of the newspaper or 
magazine written on the cover. It introduces the paper or 
magazine that is about to be read. 

While working on the masthead for the front page of 
the summer issue, junior Dwight Lykins came up with 
the idea to change the identity of the paper. “I wanted to 
make the paper our own,” Lykins said. “My goal was to 
get something we as a staff would actually want to read.” 

At the beginning of every school year, the newspaper 
staff brainstorms new ideas of how to make the paper 
different from previous years. For the past 17 years, the 
newspaper had been a 17-inch page. The staff decided 
to change the page size to 13 inches, a newsmagazine 
format. "Newsmagazine layouts are a big thing in culture 
right now,” Lykins said. 

On Sunday, Sept. 28, the editorial staff met at Hy-Vee 
to discuss changing the format. “We talked about what 
covers would look like, layouts, how we would set up 
(and) how many stories on each page,” junior Lauren 
Gehrke said. “We also talked a lot about how we would 
present (the idea) to the (rest of the staff)." 

Members of the staff thought the change was a good 



thing. “I find it a lot more visually appealing,” senior 
Brittany Deal said. “I think readers are more excited now 
when they see the “Black and White” come out than they 
were when we were just a boring ol’ newspaper.” 

After presenting the idea to the staff, the next step 
was to change the dimensions of every page template. “I 
was a little worried because I thought it would be a lot of 
work,” Gehrke said. 

For first semester, the newspaper was able to have color. 
The school was willing to pay for it, but the staff had to 
raise money if they wanted to keep color all year. “We 
changed to color for the front and back pages,” Deal said. 
“However, as that was $200 extra per issue, we never 
came up with enough funds to pay for it all year.” 

Junior Kallen Kramer designed the cover for the 
December issue. "I saw a theme of fitness for that issue so 
I started putting snow boarders, snowflakes and holiday 
colors together,” Kramer said. 

Not too long after changing the paper's size, Lykins set 
up an e-mail account for people to send comments on 
the new format. "We got a lot of great feedback from both 
parents and students and I’m glad we made the jump,” 
Lykins said.

Physical education works for better tesFresults 



Walking into the gym, sophomore Drew Jackson 
gets ready for a test. “Beep.” “Beep.” “Level one.” 
Sprinting purple line to purple line, the momentum 
huilds and the levels rise. Finally, the beeps end and 
Jackson sits down after reaching level 169 sprints, 
the best in the school. “I think I did so well because 
I run cross country and track,” Jackson said. 

First semester’s pacer test scores were the lowest. 
The physical education teachers got together and 
discussed what they could do to help make these 
results better. “Our goal was to he 75 percent or 
higher in the healthy range of all of our tests,” P.E. 
teacher Brian Woodley said. “We only ended up in 
the 50 percent range in the healthy zone, which we 
didn’t want.” For females, the recommended healthy 
level is 32 and the male average level is 61. “We 
give the students these numbers as an incentive 
to get over that number and push themselves,” 
Woodley said. 

Some thought this was the worst test in P.E. 
because it took the most effort. “You had to work the 
hardest for this one,” junior Morgan Foldes said. “A 
lot of people didn’t push themselves hard because 
you don’t want to sweat, and the drive to really 
push yourself really isn’t there. Your score doesn’t 
affect your grade, and some students are not that 
concerned with their P.E. grades.” 

The pacer test was not part of the P.E. grade. 



Thus, some people did not try on these tests. “As 
much as I don’t want to say this, I would have to say 
that the pacer test has to be worth points or to he a 
part of the grade,” Foldes said. “I also believe that if 
you really want students to try, it needs to be during 
a time when they aren’t afraid to push themselves, 
whether that makes them sweat or not. That is the 
number one reason girls don’t try.” 

Bringing grades into this situation won’t 
eliminate the problems. “Even if it was a grade, I 
still don’t think people will care because 1 see people 
who miss or skip P.E. all the time,” sophomore 
Megan Jensen said. 

By the end of the year, P.E. teachers hope to 
see an increase in the pacer test scores. “This test 
pushes you out of your comfort zone so, 1 think that 
is why we don’t see people giving their best effort,” 
Woodley said. “So we’re going to spend more time 
practicing cardio to get in shape, and encouraging 
and challenging kids to give an honest effort.” 

The goal for this semester was to work on getting 
better scores for the pacer so students can achieve 
that goal of 75 percent. “Kids are going to hate me 
for this, hut if they want better results, we’re going 
to have to start doing more running in P.E.,” Jackson 
said. “Pm not going to lie; it sucks if you push 
yourself, but it’s fun to be competitive.” Spread by

Most state colleges require at least two years of a 
foreign language. This does not mean that a student 
cannot learn another language outside of a regulated 
class, although it is rarely pursued. Junior Matt Knoedel 
decided to attempt learning another language after taking 
three years of Spanish. The lack of room and time in his 
schedule didn’t allow another class, so after entertaining 
the thought of pursuing French, Knoedel turned to 
friends for help. “1 thought it would have been kind of 
cool to take French,” Knoedel said.

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During passing time, groups of 
seniors were called down to the 
attendance office and handed a small 
note card. “It told me to take a test and 
when and where (to take it),” senior 
Kari Queck said. 

Seniors who were called down to the 
office were randomly selected to take a 
survey called the National Assessment 
of Educational Progress, NAEP. 

Some students received the news in 
a different manner. “I got a letter in 
the mail asking me to take the test 
and if you or your parents didn’t want 
you to you just had to let them know, 
otherwise you were taking the test,” 
senior Jessica Martinson said. “I was a 
little mad that my mom didn’t say no 
to it because I didn’t want to sit there 
for a few hours taking a test that did 
nothing for me.” 

For over 30 years the NAEP tests are 
administered to randomly selected 
schools and seniors. “The results 
are used nationally to review and 
monitor student achievement and 
determine how we are doing as a 
nation,” principal Bruce Hukee said. 
“We provided NAEP with a class list. 
They choose the students that are 
representative of our demographics. 
Therefore, there were a certain number 
of IEP, ELL, minority, female and male 
students chosen from the senior class.” 
The NAEP tests assess what students 
across America know and can do in 



selected subject areas. There were two 
tests offered for the seniors, a math 
and an english test. “In the end they 
asked you how much TV you watched 
and other questions that seemed kind 
of weird,” Queck said. 

Students did not know which test 
they would be taking untill the arrived 
for the test. Senior Alan Nagel took 
the math form of the NAEP test. “It 
had pretty standard algebra questions, 
some geometric reflections to 
perform, a geometric proof and some 
word problems which asked you to 
correctly devise an equation to model 
the situation." Nagel said. 

The 85 students who took the test 
were rewarded in a small way for their 
time and effort in making the nation 
look good. Everyone received a card 
that allowed them a $2.50 purchase 
at A la Carte. Hukee wanted to show 
that he appreciated the student’s 
willingness to do their best and 
actually show up for the test. 

Many seniors ended their 
standerized testing career with 
MIALTS in the spring of 2008, but 
a few were willing to make one more 
exception. “I never really minded 
the standardized tests themselves,” 
Nagel said. “They usually have a few 
interesting questions and informative 
articles to sink your teeth into.”

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It was the third showdown against the rival team, Urbandale, who had 
won both of the previous games. The stakes were much higher for this 
game than during the regular season: a chance to move onto the semi-finals 
in the state tournament. The venue, Wells Fargo Arena, was new to the 
team. “It was an amazing feeling having so many people at the games,” 
sophomore Corey Schaefer said.

Most of the team and coaches went to see the final match, “It was the 
weirdest and the best feeling ever, having people telling me I could do it,” 
Badgley said. “It made me think I could.” 

While the coaches watched Badgley s matches from the sidelines, they 
had as much energy as he did and waited for the final results. “I was a little 
nervous, but 1 think that’s natural,” head coach Aaron Tecklenburg said. 
“Our team was excited (before the tournament). It’s always nice to get 
some wrestlers down to state.” 

After losing (0-3) to sophomore Cody Krumwiede of Waverly-Shell 
Rock, who went on to win the state title for their weight class of 215 
pounds, Badgley was entered in the consolation tournament to wrestle for 
his final placement.

Friday after Thanksgiving, all Saturdays, and Christmas Eve day. 
Freshman Brian Ross and Urbandale senior Mitch Taylor did not miss one 
practice. 122 practices. No absences. 

Consistency played a huge part in Ross and Taylor’s achievements, both 
All-Americans, Taylor won two state championships. 

Swimmers with the 100 best times in the United States earn All- 
American status. Ross made All-American in the 200 free relay, partly because of 
his work ethic. “To say Brian Ross is a hard worker is an understatement,” senior 
Alan Nagel said. “Brian Ross is a force of nature. His work ethic is unmatched 
by anyone in the pool and his quiet dedication to excellence is a comfort and 
example for other swimmers.”

Ross had versatility to swim any stroke 
which allowed Walling to use him in a variety of races. 

In the 23 years Walling has coached, Ross was the first freshman in 
school history to become an All-American. "It makes me feel pretty good,” Ross 
said. “Knowing how many good swimmers Shari s had that I’m the only one 
to do that.” The relay team had to beat the time of 1:41.75 to become an all- 
American. “ We didn’t know the specific time,” Ross said “I think we all knew it 
was a really good time because it was a school record.” 

In the 200 freestyle Ross raced with senior Urbandale Nic Staub, 
Urbandale junior Brad Waldorf, and Taylor. “Their times qualified them for 
state, but the two teams that beat them were under the All-American times too,” 
Walling said “There are some years where no one receives All-American times.” 
Taylor was an All-American in three events 50 free, 100 fly and 200 free relay. 

He was state champion in the 50 free and 100 fly. “It felt great,” Taylor said “It 
was like a dream come true and a lot of hard work paying off.”

“Even though you are not being taught 
by the teacher, you are still learning,” junior Austin 
Poison said. Various forms of learning are important 
for the students because not everyone learns in quite 
the same way and a variety is a secure way to see 
what works best. “I think watching videos is a great 
way to gain perspective on how it really was during a 
certain time period,” Poison said. “It 
was cool to see how people lived and acted in 
different time periods.” 

Although Rice preferred note taking over videos, 
one video in particular caught her interest: “Does 
Europe Hate Us?” by Thomas Friedman. “It kind 
of made me mad because other countries were 
comparing us to Sadam Hussein and I don’t see us 
like that at all,” Rice said. The video was shown in 
Ben Knight and Jeremy Yenger’s government classes 
to give the students a clear view of countries outside 



of the United States. It depicted the feelings of 
outrage and hostility that European countries 
felt towards the United States and George Bush, 
in particular. “It was weird to see other people’s 
opinions of us because we always learn about history 
from an American point of view,” Rice said. 

Students not only are asked to watch videos, 
but they are also asked to create videos that would 
represent a part of history. “Mr. Assmussen wanted 
us to reenact a part of history for part of our final 
and fourth quarter grade,” sophomore Ryan Kitchen 
said. The videos were supposed to be about other 
countries and not about U.S. History. “I believe they 
(videos) can help us get a better feeling of what it 
was like and some can go a little more in depth,” 
Kitchen said. “I prefer videos because I don’t have to 
take notes.” 

While videos usually hold the incentive of not 
being required to take notes, this is not always held 
in positive regard by the students. “I enjoy watching 
videos, but I think for me, having notes is better 
because then I can study by looking at the notes,” 
Poison said. “The tests aren’t really over the videos 
either, so that’s not really helpful when I’m trying to 
study.” There are pros and cons of videos and of note 
taking, but their intentions are to help the students, 
and they both accomplish just that.

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PAPER PLANES FLY FOR 




Wandering back to class after going to the bathroom, you head 
down the very elongated, expanded commons. All of a sudden 
a quick splash of air hits the side of your head. A few paper 
airplanes just briefly fly past you, almost crash-landing in the side 
of your head. You turn your head to see where that plane just 
came from and you see a class of students bombarding aircrafts 
in your direction. Completely puzzled, you notice math teacher 
Vickie Borich standing there directing the students. Turns out 
it’s the AP Statistics class working on an activity. 

Borich has taught this class for two years and done that activity 
every semester. “The activity is designed to make comparisons 
between two objects to introduce the concept of hypothesis 
testing,” Borich said. “It is a fun way to collect data and flying the 
paper airplanes in the Commons area creates some interesting 
events during the course of the data collection.” 

Throwing the planes down the Commons had many setbacks 
that also could have ruined the data. “One thing I would change 
would be I would have liked to go outside and do it so we don't 
have the restraint of a ceiling and maybe the planes would fly 
farther,” senior Adam Frakes said. 

In math class, students sit at their desks learning from 
overheads and power points, but this activity allowed students to 
get up out of their desks and use mathematics that interacts with 
paper planes. “It was really fun to get out of our desks and do 
something besides our normal book problems,” senior Kealeigh 
Gebard said. “Hands-on learning is always good, especially in 
math.” 

The students first built three types of planes, two of which they 
were instructed how to make and the third were told they 



to design by themselves. Then they got into groups and threw 
their different types of airplanes to see how far they would go 
and recorded the data. “I liked creating the paper planes and 
seeing cool designs that other students made,” Frakes said. 
“Also, the chance to interact with math instead of crunching 
numbers was fun.” 

This activity had a lot to do with statistics. The goal was to 
compare the two types of paper airplanes. “Which plane is the 
better design, statistically?” Borich said. “Which plane flew the 
furthest? Statistically, is there enough of a difference between 
the designs to account for the flight distance? These questions 
about paper airplanes are the foundation to analyzing other 
situations with hypothesis testing.” 

Sitting at a desk all day can tire and bore students and 
become very uncomfortable with the rock-solid wooden desks. 
“Even though I do learn better from overheads and power 
points,” junior Alex Grieve said. “It’s good every once in 
awhile to get up and do something cooperative.” 

Every student has their own different techniques that help 
benefit their learning experience. “It fully engages me in the 
activity and makes sure my mind doesn’t have time to wander 
around or my hands to fiddle around like if I was sitting at a 
desk,” Frakes said. 

Doing this activity makes math class a more enjoyable time. 
“I do believe students have a fun time with this,” Borich said. 
“The flight of the airplanes is unpredictable and this provides 
some interesting events to occur and provides for humorous 
moments. The interesting piece of information though, is the 
number of students who have never made paper airplanes.”

You get 
to learn about plants and animals 
on a different level. 
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Typically, students have jobs outside of school. Jobs 
and the money earned help buy countless gallons 
of gas, to get back and forth to the job, school and 
friends’ houses. What most students didn’t realize is 
that the same job they used to pay for the fluctuating 
gas prices could also get them college credits. 

Josh Hansen, a senior, took the course, Co-op Work, 
for college credit. He heard that it was considered 
an easy “A” and the dual-credit from DMACC 
didn’t hurt, either. “1 like the class because Mrs. 
(Kristine) Volesky tests over what she teaches in class,” 
Hansen said. The work inside the class was low-key, 
allowing many students to focus on their job. The 
requirements outside of class were something Hansen 
already had covered with his job at Fareway. 

Students were required to have a job and work 
ten hours a week to be considered in the class. 
Periodically, the students had to ask their employers to 
fill out an evaluation of their work and the evaluation 
translates to a grade that is given for the class. “1 
am more motivated,” senior Morgan Haugland 
said. The evaluations helped students improve their 
career skills. It allowed them to identify areas of 
their work where they could improve. Working and 
understanding how to become a better employee 
gave the students in Volesky’s Co-op Work valuable 
experience they could use outside the classroom. “My 



boss told me I need a whiter work shirt and 1 need to 
talk less,” Haugland said. 

The abilities students gained from the class couldn’t 
be found in a textbook. They had to learn these 
abilities throught mistakes, and an understanding that 
these are skills that can be used for the rest of their 
lives. “We learn how to make it in the real world,” 
Haugland said. 

Volesky was hired specifically to teach the course, 
after the previous teacher who taught Co-op left 
for DMACC. “It helped students prepare for post- 
secondary education and career success,” Volesky said. 
The class aims to help students who are looking for a 
way to make it out in the “real world.” 

Senior Gabe Tovar used his job at American to fulfill 
the requirements of the class. “I think it helps keep 
me on track with my job,” Tovar said. The balance 
between work and school is put together to create 
a class for students looking to improve their career 
skills and understand life outside of high school. “It’s 
a great class for kids looking for credit if they already 
have a job,” Tovar said. 

With the class being dependent on the job, 
obtaining one was the first key to getting into the 
class; the other was making sure that a job was kept 
all semester. “The only difficulty some people have is 
getting and keeping a job,” Hansen said. Spread by

TWO NEW COACHES EMPHASIZE PHYSICAL FITNESS 



Drained from the first week of soccer practice, junior Justin Handel shuffles 
slowly through the halls. 4 ‘I felt worn down in school and in practice because I don’t 
do any winter sports,” Handel said. 

A larger emphasis was placed on physical fitness in boys’ soccer. It was 
established with two new coaches: Heath Weeks and Dustin Mead. Weeks and 
Mead previously coached at other schools, but were interested in the job because 
they had heard about the strong program. Weeks joined as the varsity head coach 
with Mead as the assistant coach. 

During the first week, players worked hard doing scrimmages and other 
conditioning, while coaches debated who would go on which team. The first day 
there were speed tests, like a shuttle run and mile run. For a varsity spot, players 
had to reach a time of six minutes for the mile run. Not only did they have to do 
the physical testing, but also a written test. “It was a test on tactics,” Wenndt said. 
“It was like a five page test.” 

The new instructors brought some fresh perspectives and multiple changes, 
including the team’s style of play. “One thing that I asked the players when I met 
them was what Johnston's style of play was,” Mead said. “Many of them could 
not tell me.” 

This new style of play focused greatly on pressure and possession. “We play a 
3-5-2 (game), three defenders, five mid-fielders, and two forwards,” junior Cody 
Walkup said. 

“We play with three (players) in the back (on defense), as opposed to our 
four-player sweeper system last year,” Wenndt said. “There are pros and cons to 
both. You have less of a safety net with three, but I think that it’s giving us more 
pressure up top and more players on the attack.” 

At first, the new coaches focused mainly on building up the team’s defense. “The 
first four weeks (in practice) was defense,” Walkup said. “I don’t think we went 
into the offensive aspect until the third or fourth game, which was really 
surprising to me.” 

More drills dealing with technical training were included in practices. Players 
practiced handling the ball, shooting, heading, and other skills to improve their 
style of play. 

Along with these drills, players took part in conditioning during practice to 
improve their physical fitness. The coaches set higher standards for the players. 
“Practices don’t seem as laid back as last year,” Handel said. “Things got a little 
more intense.” 

Weeks set some new team goals in place as well, including wanting the boys 
to become 24-hour players. “Coach Weeks (wanted the team) to realize that all 
their decisions they make through the day can affect the team, so they need to be 
thinking about that 24 hours a day, not just the two hours that we practice,”

Striding across the dampened tennis court, sophomore Collin Schares was 
filled with doubt. In a place where he had previously felt confident and at- 
home, Schares found himself needing to relearn a new aspect of an old game. 
Schares was no longer alone on his side of the net; junior Ben Warrick stood 
diagonal from him.

Beguhn gave out five extra credit points for anyone 
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who attended the play. About twenty students in her 
general chemistry class earned additional credit. 

This plan brought attendance to an all-time high. For 
the first night "A Midnight Summer’s Dream” earned more 
than $250, more than what all three nights of the play had 
made in the past. On the second night, the play earned 
over $300. "So not only did more people coming bring 
attention to the program, but it brought in more money 
than ever,” Jovancevic said, "meaning that next year the 
play can be bigger, with more costumes." 

Dhugga supported this technique. "It definitely got 
more people to attend; it was kind of like an underhanded 
way of getting recognition to the drama department,” 
Dhugga said. "It earned them a lot of money; we basically 
paid for our extra credit. It was worth it though, I liked the 
play more and more as it went on.” 

Miller agreed that it was a great success. "I think the 
play went very, very well, probably the best job we've done 
since I’ve been here,” Miller said. "The cast really worked 
well together, spent a lot of time practicing, and they all 
contributed their own ideas. From what I’ve heard, the 
fans enjoyed it, and hopefully they'll come back and see
